About  the  Composer 


Lift  Every  Voice  and  Sing 

James  Weldon  Johnson  was  born  in  Jacksonville,  Florida  in 
1871.  He  received  his  early  education  there  and  then  attend- 
ed Atlanta  University.  A  subsequent  career  as  public  school 
principal,  lawyer,  diplomat,  executive  secretary  for  the 
NAACP  and  professor  of  creative  literature  at  Fisk  University 
paralleled  his  growth  and  maturity  as  a  poet  and  man  of  let- 
ters. In  1900,  with  his  brother,  J.  Rosamond  Johnson,  he 
wrote  "Lift  Every  Voice  and  Sing".  Johnson  also  wrote  the 
lyrics  for  several  musica  shows  and  put  his  name  on  a  number 
of  hit  songs  in  his  early  writing  days.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
in  an  automobile  accident  in  1938  he  was  regarded  as  one  of 
the  foremost  African  Americans  of  his  generation,  (from  The 
Poetry  of  the  Negro,  1746-1970,  edited  by  Langston  Hughes 
and  Arna  Bontemps).
